CHAPTEK I. 

ARTICLES OP RELIGION AND GENERAL RULES. 

SECTION I. 
ARTICLES OP RELIGION. 

I. Of Faith in the Holy Trinity. 

^[ 1, There is but one living and 
true God, everlasting, without body 
or parts ; of infinite power, wisdom, 
and goodness; the maker and pre- 
server of all things, both visible and 
invisible. And in unity of this God- 
head, there are three persons of one 
substance, power, and eUivwWy — Wvb 
Father, the Son,Tind t\\<iIIo\y C*\vw\». 
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li. Of the Word, or Son of God, who 
was made very man. 

, ^1 2. The Son, who is the Word of 

^ the Father, the very and eternal God, 

of one substance with the Father, 

[■ took man's nature in the womb of the 

blessed Virgin ; so that two whole and 
perfect natures — that is to say, the 
Godhead and manhood — were joined 
together in one person, never to be di- 
vided, whereof is one Christ, very God 

I 1 and very man, who truly suffered, was 

crucified, dead, and buried, to recon- 
cile his Father to us, and to be a sac- 
rifice, not only for original guilt, but 
also for actual sins of men. 

! III. Of the Resurrection of Christ. 

% 3. Christ did truly rise again from 
the dead, and took again his body, with 
n)) things appertaining to the perfec- 
^z/ of man's nature, whercVith. \vs 
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ascended into heaven, and there sitteth 
until he return to judge all men at the 
last day. 

IV. Of the Holy Ghost 

5f 4. The Holy Ghost, proceeding 
from the Father and the Son, is of one 
substance, majesty, and glory, with 
the Father and the Son, very and eter- 
nal God. 

Y. Of the Sufficiency of the Holy 
Scriptures for Salvation. 

^[ 5. The Holy Scriptures contain 
all things necessary to salvation; so 
that whatsoever is not read therein, 
nor may be proved thereby, is not to 
be required of any man, that it should 
be believed as an article of faith, or 
be thought requisite or necessary to 
salvation. In the name of the Holy 
Scriptures, we do imderaUvcA \\\o>^ 
canonical books of tA\o 0Y<1 \u\j\. ^«s^ 
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Testaments, of whose authority was 
never any doubt in the Church. 

Tlie Names of the Canonical Books. 

Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Num- 
bers, Deuteronomy, Joshua, Judges, 
Ruth, The First Book of Samuel, The 
Second Book of Samuel, the First 
Book of Kings, The Second Book of 
Kings, The First Book of Chronicles, 
The Second Book of Chronicles, The 
Book of Ezra, The Book of Nehemiah, 
The Book of Esther, The Book of Job, 
The Psalms, The Proverbs, Ecclesias- 
tes, or the Preacher, Cantica, or Songs 
of Solomon, Four Prophets the great- 
er, Twelve Prophets the less.

VI. Of the Old Testament. 
Jf 6. The Old Testament \a no\> cow-

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trary to the New ; for both in the Old 
and New Testaments everlasting life 
is offered to mankind by Christ, who 
is the only Mediator between God and 
man, being God and man. Wherefore 
they are not to be heard who feign 
that the old fathers did look only for 
transitory promises. Although the 
law given from God by Moses, as touch- 
ing ceremonies and rites, doth not 
bind Christians, nor ought the civil 
precepts thereof of necessity to be re- 
ceived in any Commonwealth, yet, 
notwithstanding, no Christian what- 
soever is free from the obedience of 
the commandments which are called 
moral. 

VII. Of Original or Birth Sin. 

*[ 7, Original Sin standeth not in 
the following of Adam (&& W^> ^^- 
gians do vainly talk), \>ut \\» \» ^s\a ^^ 
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ruption of the nature of every man, 
that naturally is engendered of the off- 
spring of Adam, whereby man is very 
far gone from original righteousness, 
and of his own nature inclined to evil, 
and that continually. 

VIII. Of Free -Will 

5f 8. The condition of man after 
the fall of Adam is such, that he cannot 
turn and prepare himself, by his own 
natural strength and works, to faith, 
and calling upon God ; wherefore we 
have no power to do good works, pleas- 
ant and acceptable to God, without 
the graco # of God by Christ preventing 
us, that we may have a good will, and 
working with us, when we have that 
good will. 

IX. Of the Justification of Man. 

J[ 9. We are accounted righteous 
before God, only for the merit oi out 
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Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, by 
faith, and not for our own works or 
deservings: wherefore, that we are 
justified by faith only, is a most whole- 
some doctrine, and very full of com- 
fort. 

X. Of Good Works. 

*fl" 10. Although good works, which 
are the fruits of faith, and follow after 
justification, cannot put away our sins, 
and endure the severity of God's 
judgment; yet are they pleasing and 
acceptable to God in Christ, and 
spring out of a true and lively faith, 
insomuch that by them a lively faith 
may be as evidently known as a tree 
is discerned by its fruit. 

XI. Of Works of Supererogation. 

% 11. Voluntary works, besides over 
and above God's commandment^ 
which are called works oi s,w^c<s^- 
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gation, cannot bo taught without ar- 
rogancy and impiety. For by them 
men do declare that they do not only 
render unto God as much as they are 
bound to do, but that they do more 
for his sake than of bounden duty is 
required : whereas Christ saith plain- 
ly, When ye have done all that is 
commanded you, say, We are unprof- 
itable servants. 

XII. Of Sin after Justification. 

If 12. Not every sin willingly com- 
mitted after justification is the sin 
against the Holy Ghost and unpar- 
donable. Wherefore, the grant of re- 
pentance is not to be denied to such 
as fall into sin after justification : 
after we have received the Holy Ghost, 
we may depart from grace given, and 
fall into sin, and, by the grace of God, 
rise again and amend our lives. kn&^ 
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therefore, they are to be condemned 
who say they can no more sin as 
long as they Hve here, or deny the 
place of forgiveness to such as truly 
repent. 

XIII. Of the Church. 

% 13. The visible Church of Christ 
is a congregation of faithful men, 
in which the pure word of God is 
preached, and the sacraments duly 
administered according to Christ's 
ordinance, in all those things that of 
necessity are requisite to the same. 

XIY. Of Purgatory. 

°f[ 14. The Romish doctrine con- 
cerning purgatory, pardons, worship- 
ing and adoration, as well of images 
as of relics, and also invocation of 
saints, is a fond thing, vam\y \wc,w\£,v\ r 
and grounded upon no ^srsiravcvV oft 
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Scripture, but repugnant to the word 
of God. 

XV. Of Speaking in the Congregation 
in such a Tongue as the people under- 
stand. 

^[15. It is a thing plainly repug- 
nant to the word of God, and the cus- 
tom of the Primitive Church, to have 
public prayer in the church, or to min- 
ister the sacraments, in a tongue not 
understood by the people. 

XYI. Of the Sacraments. 

^[ 16. Sacraments, ordained of 
Christ, are not only badges or tokens 
of Christian men's profession, but 
rather they are certain signs of grace, 
and God's good-will toward us, by the 
which he doth work invisibly in us, 
and doth not only quicken, but also 
strengthen and confirm our faith in 
him. 
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There arc two sacraments ordained 
of Christ our Lord in the gospel ; that 
is to say, Baptism and the Supper of 
the Lord. 

Those five, commonly called sacra- 
ments — that is to say, Confirmation, 
Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and Ex- 
treme Unction — are not to be counted 
for sacraments of the gospel, being 
such as have partly grown out of the 
corrupt following of the apostles, and 
partly are states of life allowed in the 
Scriptures, but yet have not the like 
nature, of Baptism and the Lord's 
Supper, because they have not any vis- 
ible sign or ceremony ordained of God. 

The sacraments were not ordained 
of Christ to bo gazed upon, or to be 
carried about; but that we should 
duly use them. And in such only as 
worthily receive the same, iW^j \\ws^, 
a wholesome effect or opcxaWow *, \>\>k 



XVII. Of Baptism. 

% 17, Baptism is not only a sign 
rofession, and mark of differer 
'hereby Christians arc distinguisl 
.'om others that are not baptized, 
i is also a sign of regeneration, or 
ew birth. The baptism of yoi 
hildren is to be retained in 
Jhurch. 

XVIII. Of the Lord 's Supper. 
% 18. The Supper of the Lore 
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the same, the bread which we break 
is a partaking of the body of Christ : 
and likewise the cup of blessing is a 
partaking of the blood of Christ. 

Transubstantiation, or the change 
of the substance of bread and wine in 
the Supper of the Lord, cannot be 
proved by Holy Writ, but is repug- 
nant to the plain words of Scripture, 
overthroweth the nature of a sacra- 
ment, and hath given occasion to 
many superstitions. 

The body of Christ is given, taken, 
and eaten, in the Supper, only after a 
heavenly and spiritual manner. And 
the means whereby the body of Christ 
is received and eaten, in the Supper, 
is faith. 

The sacrament of the Lord's Sup- 
per was not by Christ's ordinance re- 
served, carried about, lifted vv\^ ort. 
worshiped.

XX. Of the One Oblation of 
finished upon the Cross. 

% 20. The offering of Chri* 
made, is that perfect redcmpti< 
pitiation, and satisfaction, for 
sins of the whole world, both c 
and actual ; and there is non 
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XXI. Of the Marriage of Ministers. 

^[ 21. The ministers of Christ arc 
not commanded by God's law either 
to vow the estate of single lifo, or to 
abstain from marriage; therefore it is 
lawful for them, as for all other Chris- 
tians, to marry at their own discre- 
tion, as they shall judge the same to 
serve best to godliness. 

XXII. Of the Bites and Ceremonies of 

Churches. 

^[ 22. It is not necessary that rites 
and ceremonies should in all places be 
the same, or exactly alike; for they 
have been always different, and may 
be changed according to the diversity 
of countries, times, and men's man- 
ners, so that nothing be ordained 
against God's word. Whosoever, 
through his private judgment, will- 
ing]y and purposely, <k>Wv c^v^ 
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break tho rites and ceremonies of 
the Church to which ho belongs, 
which are not repugnant to tho word 
of God, and are ordained and ap- 
proved by common authority, ought 
to be rebuked openly, that others 
may fear to do the like, as one that 
offendeth against the common order 
of the Church, and woundeth the con- 
sciences of weak brethren. 

Every particular Church may or- 
dain, change, or abolish rites and 
ceremonies, so that all things may be 
done to edification. 

XXIII. Of the Rulers of the United 
, ' States of America. 

5T 23. The President, the Congress, 
the general assemblies, tho governors, 
and the councils of state, as the dele- 
gates of the people, aro tho rulers of 
tho United States of America, ac- 
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cording to the division of power 
made to them by the Constitution of 
the United States, and by the Con- 
stitution of their respective States. 
And the said States are a sovereign 
and independent nation, and ought 
not to be subject to any foreign ju- 
risdiction* 

XXIV. Of Christian Mens Goods. 

5[ 24. The riches and goods of 
Christians are not common, as touch- 

*As far as it respects civil affairs, we l)e- 
lieve it the duty of Christians, and espe- 
cially all Christian ministers, to be subject 
to the supreme authority of the country 
where they may reside, and to use all 
laudable means to enjoin obedience to the 
powers that be; and, therefore, it is ex- 
pected that all our preachers and people, 
who may be under any foreign govern- 
ment, will behave themselves as \w>acfcs\iVt 
and orderly subjects. 
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ing the right, title, and possession of 
the same, as some do falsely boast. 
Notwithstanding, every man ought, 
of such things as he possesseth, liber- 
ally to give alms to the poor accord- 
ing to his ability. 

XXV. Of a Christian Man's Oath. 

•|[ 25. As we confess that vain and 
rash swearing is forbidden Christian 
men by our Lord Jesus Christ and 
James his apostle, so we judge that 
the Christian religion doth not pro- 
hibit but that a man may swear when 
the magistrate requireth, in a cause 
of faith and charity, so it be done ac- 
cording to the prophet's teaching, in 
justice, judgment, and truth. 

SECTION II. 

THE GENERAL RULES. 

If 26. In the Jatter end of the year 
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1739, eight or ten persons came to 
Mr. Wesley in London, who appeared 
to be deeply convinced of sin, and 
earnestly groaning for redemption. 
They desired (as did two or three 
more the next day) that he would 
spend some time with them in prayer, 
and advise them how to flee from the 
wrath to come ; which they saw con- 
tinually hanging over their heads. 
That they might have moro time for 
this great work, he appointed a day 
when they might all come together, 
which from thenceforward they did 
every week, namely, on Thursday, in 
the evening. To these, and as many 
more as desired to join with them (for 
their number increased daily), he 
gave those advices from time to time 
which ho judged most needful for 
them ; and they always concluded 
their meeting with prayer suited to 
their several necessities.

These are the General Itules 
of our Societies ; all of which we are 
taught of God to observe, even in his 
written word, which is the only rule, 
and the sufficient rule, both of our 
faith and practice. And all these we 
know his Spirit writes on truly awak- 
ened hearts. If there be any among 
us who observe them not, who habit- 
ually break any of them, let it be 
known unto them who watch over 
that soul, as they who must give an 
account. We will admonish him of 
tho error of his ways ; wo will bear 
with him for a season ; but if then he 
repent not, he hath no more place 
among us : we have delivered our 
own souls.

THE CONFERENCES. 

SECTION I. 

OP THE GENERAL CONFERE 

Question. Who shall comp 
General Conference, and wl 
the regulations and powers be 
to it? 

% 32. Ans. 1. The General 
ence shall be composed of one 
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vided, that such representatives >hall 
have been traveling preachers at 
least four calendar years next pre- 
ceding their election, and are in lull 
connection with an Annual Confer- 
ence when elected, and also at the 
time of holding the General Confer- 
ence. The lay rcpresentati ves shall bo 
elected by the lay members of the An- 
nual Conference : provided, that such 
representatives be twenty-five years 
of age, and shall have been mem- 
bers of our Church for at least six cal- 
endar years next preceding the time 
of their election, and also at the time 
of holding the General Conference. 

% 34. Ans. 2. An Annual Confer- 
ence, entitled under the second .Re- 
strictive Kulo to one ministerial 
delegate, shall not be denied the 
privilege of one lay delegate, awv.V W 
may be a local prcaclicw 
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% 35. Ans. 3. The ministers and 
laymen shall deliberate in one body ; 
but upon a call of one-fifth of the 
members of the Conference, the lay 
and clerical members shall vote sepa- 
rately, and no measure shall be passed 
without the concurrence of a majori- 
ty of both classes of representatives. 

% 36. Ans. 4. The General Confer- 
ence shall meet in the month of April 
or May, once in four years perpetu- 
ally, in such place or places as shall 
be fixed on by the General Confer- 
ence from time to time. > 

%\ 37. Ans. 5. The Bishops, or a 
majority of all the Annual Confer- 
ences, shall have authority to call a 
General Conference, if they judge it 
necessary at any time. 

% 38. Ans. 0. When a General Con- 

ference is called, it shall be consti- 

tutcd of the delegates c\ccle& \o \\\s 
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preceding General Conference, except 
when an Annual Conference shall pre- 
fer to have a new election. The placo 
of holding a called session of the Gen- 
eral Conference shall be that fixed on 
by the preceding General Conference. 

% 39. Ans. 7. The Bishops shall 
have authority, when they judge it 
necessary, to change the place ap- 
pointed for the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Conference. 

^[ 40. Ans. 8. At all times, when 
the General Conference is met. it shall 
take a majority of the representatives 
of all the Annual Conferences to make 
a quorum for transacting business. 

^[ 41. Am. 9. One of the General 
Superintendents shall preside in the 
General Conference ; but in case no 
General Superintendent be present, 
the General Conference shall ehoosvi 
a pivsident pro tern. 
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% 42. Arts. 10. The General Con- 
ference shall have full powers to 
make rules and regulations for our 
Church, under the following limita- 
tions and restrictions, viz. : 

(1) The General Conference shall not 
revoke, alter, or change our Arti- 
cles of Eeligion, or establish any- 
new standards or rule of doctrine 
contrary to our present existing 
and established standards of doc- 
trine. 

(2) They shall not allow of more 
than one representative for every 
eighteen members of the Annual 
Conference, nor allow of a less 
number than one for every sixty: 
provided, nevertheless, that when 
there shall be in any Annual Con- 
ference a fraction of two-thirds the 
number which shall be fixed for the 

ratio of representation, wws\i kw 
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nual Conference shall be entitled to 
an additional delegate for such 
fraction : and provided, also, that no 
Conference shall be denied the priv- 
ilege of two delegates, one clerical 
and one lay. 

(3) They shall not change or alter 
any part or rule of our govern* 
ment, so as to do away episcopacy, 
or destroy the plan of our itiner- 
ant general superintendency. 

(4) They shall not revoke or change 
the General Rules of the United 
Societies. 

(5) They shall not do away the priv- 
ileges of our ministers or preach ers 
of trial by a committee, and of an 
appeal ; neither shall they do away 
the privileges of our members of 
trial before the Church, or by a 
committee, and of an a\>\waxY. 

(6) They shall not approbate ^ 
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produce of the Publishing House 
to any purpose other than for the 
benefit of the traveling, supernu- 
merary, superannuated, and worn- 
out preachers, their wives, widows, 
and children. 

*j[ 43, Provided, nevertheless, that 
upon the concurrent recommendation 
of three-fourths of all the members 
of the several Annual Conferences, 
who shall be present and vote on 
such recommendation, then a majori- 
ty of two-thirds of the General Con- 
ference succeeding shall suffice to 
alter any of the above restrictions, 
excepting the first article ; and also, 
whenever such alteration or altera- 
tions shall have been first recom- 
mended by two-thirds of the General 
Conference, so soon as three-fourths 
of the members of all the Annual 
Conferences shall have concurs*! as> 
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aforesaid, such alteration or altera- 
tions shall take effect: provided, that 
when any rule or regulation is adopt- 
ed by the General Conference, which, 
in the opinion of the Bishops, is un- 
constitutional, the Bishops may pre- 
sent to the Conference which passed 
said rule or regulation their objec- 
tions thereto, with their reasons, in 
writing; and if then the General 
Conference shall, by a two-thirds 
vote, adhere to its action on said rule 
or regulation, it shall then take the 
course prescribed for altering a Ee- 
strictive Rule, and if thus passed 
upon affirmatively, the Bishops shall 
announce that such rule or regula- 
tion takes effect from that time.

SECTION I. 
OP BUILDING CHURCHES. 

Ques. Is any thing advisable in 
gard to building churches? 

^[386. Ans. 1. Let all churches 
plain and decent, and with free sea 
as far as practicable. 

^[387. Ans. 2. In order more effe 
ually to prevent our people from cc 
tracting debts which they are r 
able to discharge, it shall be the du 
of the Quarterly Conference of eve 
circuit and station, where it is cc 
templated to build a house or nous 
of worship, to secure the ground 
lot on which such house or houses a 
to be built, according lo owe fo*^ 
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settlement, which deed must be legal- 
ly executed; and also said Quarterly 
Conference shall appoint a judicious 
committee of at least three members 
of our Church, who shall form an es- 
timate of the amount necessary to 
build ; and three-fourths of the money, 
according to such estimate, shall be 
secured before any such building shall 
be commenced : provided, however , that 
no house of worship shall be built 
unless the authority of the Quarterly 
Conference shall first have been ob- 
tained. 

51 388. Ans. 3. In all cases where 
debts for building houses of worship 
have been or may be incurred con- 
trary to or in disregard of the above 
recommendation, our members and 
friends are requested to discounte- 
nance, by declining pecuniary aid to 
all agents who shall travel abroad be- 
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yond their own circuits or Districts, 
for the collection of funds for the 
discharge of such debts, except in 
such peculiar cases as may be ap- 
proved by an Annual Conference. 

^[ 389- Arts. 4. In future we will 
admit no charter, deed, or convey- 
ance, for any house of worship to be 
used by us, unless it be provided in 
such charter, deed, or conveyance, 
that the trustees of said house shall at 
all times permit such ministers and 
preachers, belonging to the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, South, as shall 
from time to time be duly authorized 
by the General Conference of our 
Church, or by the Annual Confer- 
ences, to preach and expound God's 
holy word, and to execute the dis- 
cipline of the Church, and to admin- 
ister the sacraments therein, accord- 
ing to the true meaning and purport 
of our deed of settlerafcui.

of law require in the different States 
and Territories, so as to secure the 
property firmly by deed, and perma- 
nently in fee-simple, to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South ; but in all 
conveyances of ground for the build- 
ing of houses of worship, or upon 
which they may have been already 
built, let the following clause be 
inserted at the proper place: "In 
trust, that said premises shall be 
used, kept, maintained, and disposed 
of, as a place of divine worship for 
the use of the ministry and member- 
ship of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South ; subject to the disci- 
pline, usage, and ministerial appoint- 
ments of said Church, as from time 
to time authorized and declared by 
the General Conference of said 
Church, and the Annual Conference 
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within whose bounds the said prem- 
ises are situate." 

^[ 393. Arts, 2. Likewise, in all con- 
veyances of ground for the building 
of dwelling-houses for the use of the 
preachers, or upon which .they may 
have been already built, let the fol- 
lowing clause be inserted at the prop- 
er place : " In trust, that said prem- 
ises shall be held, kept, maintained, 
and disposed of, as a place of resi- 
dence for the use and occupancy of 
the preachers of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, who may from 
time to time be appointed in said 
place ; subject to the usage and dis- 
cipline of said Church, as from time 
to time authorized and declared bv 
the General Conference of said 
Church, and by the Annual Confer- 
ence within whose bounds the said 
premises are situate.'* 
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% 394. Arts. 3. In all States and 
Territories where the laws thereof 
will permit, let the Society secure a 
charter of incorporation, and let all 
real estate and other property now 
owned or hereafter to be acquired 
for Church, parsonage, or other pur- 
poses, be deeded directly to the So- 
ciety in its corporate name. The sec- 
ular affairs of such corporation shall 
be managed and controlled by a Board 
of Trustees, which shall be elected 
and organized according to the di- 
rections of the Discipline, with power 
in the corporation to acquire, hold, 
sell, and convey the property, both 
real and personal. In States or Ter- 
ritories where Church property is re- 
quired to be held by trustees (and 
not permitted to be held by corpora- 
tions) let all deeds or other convey-

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quires property for any purpose, con- 
tain the trust clause as set out in 
Answers 1 and 2 of this Chapter, as 
the case may bo, and the Board of 
Church Extension shall have forms 
of deeds suitable to each State or Ter- 
ritory prepared, and the same shall 
be printed at the Publishing House 
at Nashville, free of charge, and 
handed to said Board for distribu- 
tion. 

SECTION IV. 

OP THE DIVISION, TRANSFER, OR SALE 
OF CHURCH PROPERTY. 

^[ 395. When any circuit, station, 
or mission, shall be divided into two 
or more charges, each separate charge 
may constitute a new board or boards 
of trustees ; and the Church property 
held by the trustees of the original 
charge shall be conveyed to the new 
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boards thus created, and the former 
board or boards shall be freed from 
all pecuniary liabilities, such being 
transferred to the new boards re- 
spectively. And when any division 
is made of a circuit, station, or Dis- 
trict, having parsonage property, in 
order to adjust the rights and equi- 
ties of the subdivisions of any such 
charge in such parsonage property, 
the Quarterly Conferences of the re- 
spective subdivisions may each select 
an arbitrator, and those arbitrators 
an umpire, who together shall consti- 
tute a board of reference, to which 
shall be referred the question of ad- 
justing the rights of the respective 
parties interested in such parsonage 
property; and the decision of the 
board of reference in any such case 
shall he acquiesced in and carried 
into effect by the parties concerned. 
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^| 398. Tho trustees, with the con- 
sent of the preacher in charge and 
the Quarterly Conference, shall have 
}K>wor to sell any Church or parson- 
age property, which has gono out of 
use, or should be removed to another 
place, the proceeds of which shall bo 
invested in other Church property 
under the direction of the Quarterly 
Conference. 

SECTION V. 

ON CREATING LIENS UPON CHURCH 

PROPERTY. 

^f 397. No person, or persons, or 
board of trustees shall have author- 
ity to make or create any mortgage, 
or other contract lien, upon Church 
property. Provided, nevertheless, that 
if tho said Trustees, or any of them, 
or their successors, have advanced, or 
shall advance, any sum or sums of 
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money, or are, or shall be, responsible 
for any sum or sums of money on ac- 
count of Church property ; and they 
the said Trustees, or their successors, 
be obliged to pay the said sum or 
sums of money, they, or a majority 
of them, shall be authorized to raise 
the said sum or sums of money by a 
mortgage on the said property, or by 
selling the said property, after notico 
given to the preacher in charge, or 
the Presiding Elder of the District, if 
the money due be not paid to the 
said trustees, or their successors, 
within one year after such notice has 
been given ; and if such sale take 
place, the said trustees, or their suc- 
cessors, after paying the debt and 
other expenses which are due from 
the money arising from such sale, 
shall pay over the remainder of the 
money produced by the said sale to 
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the steward or stewards of the cir- 
cuit, station, or mission ; which sur- 
plus of the produce of said sale shall 
be forwarded by the said steward or 
stewards to the Quarterly Conference 
within whose bounds it is situated, 
at its next session ; which said Quar- 
terly Conference shall dispose of the 
said money, by a vote of the majority, 
for the uso of said circuit, station, or 
mission. 

^j 398. Provided, further, that the 
board of trustees of any Church 
may, by the consent and authority 
of its Quarterly Conference, borrow 
money from the Board of Church 
Extension for the purpose of pur- 
chasing or securing church-lots, or 
the erection or securing of church - 
buildings; and the said trustees, or 
a majority of them, are authorized to 
secure tho sum 60 borrowed by a

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CHAPTER XIII. 

OF DEVISES BY WILL OR DONATIONS. 

Ques. What shall be done for the 
better security of donations, bequests, 
or devises made to the Church ? 

•f| 399. Arts. 1. There shall be lo- 
cated at Nashville, Tennessee, an in- 
corporated board of trustees, under 
the name, style, and title of "The 
Board of Trustees of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, " composed 
of eight members, four ministers and 
four laymen, appointed by the Gen- 
eral Conference, of whom two of each 
class shall hold office four years, and 
two of each class eight years, all va- 
cancies to be filled quadrennially by 
the General Conference. Vacancies 
occurring during the interval of the 
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sessions of the General Conference 
shall be filled by the board, and the 
person so selected shall hold until the 
next session of the General Confer- 
ence. 

If 400.^The duty of this board shall 
be to receive, collect, and hold in trust 
for the benefit of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, any and all do- 
nations, bequests, devises, legacies, 
and grants of lands, personal estate, 
or funds in trust, etc., that may be 
given or conveyed to said board, or 
to the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, as such for any benevolent, 
religious, or charitable object, and to 
administer the same and the proceeds 
of the same in accordance with the 
directions of the donor or testator, 
and of the interests of the Church 
contemplated by said donors or testa- 
tors under the direction of the General 
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Conference: provided, that any sum 
thus given, devised or bequeathed, but 
not specially designated for any be- 
nevolent, religious, or charitable ob- 
ject, shall be held subject to the orders 
of the General Conference ; and pro- 
vided, further, that the board shall 
not be required to accept any gift 
or bequest or trust which for any 
reasons it may see proper to decline ; 
and, having accepted in good faith 
under the conditions imposed any 
gift or bequest in trust for any one 
or more of the benevolent, religious, 
or charitable societies, or other insti- 
tutions under the patronage or direc- 
tion of the Church, the board shall 
be responsible only for the careful 
and economical administration of the 
same, and shall not be held to account 
to the beneficiary or beneficiaries 
thereof, either for the fund or the an- 
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nual income therefrom, or interest 
thereon, beyond what may be secured 
through good faith and ordinary dil- 
igence, and all necessary expenses 
arisiuir from the care or administra- 
tion of any trust shall be charged to 
the same. 

% 401. Ans. 2. All persons wishing 
to make donations or devises or be- 
quests for the uses and purposes of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, or an Annual Conference of 
the same, are requested to make said 
donations or dovises or bequests di- 
rectly to "The Board of Trustees of 
I he Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South." 

% 402. Ans. 3. TThen any such do- 
nation, bequest, or devise is made to 
this board or to the Church it shall 
ho the duty of the preacher in the 
bounds of whose charge it occurs 
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to give an early notice thereof to 
the Board, which shall proceed with- 
out delay to take possession of the 
same. 

^[403. Ana. 4. The board shall 
make a full, true, and faithful report 
of its doings, and of all funds, moneys, 
securities or property on hand at each 
quadreunial session of the General 
Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South. 

^[404. (1) Form of a Devise by Will

sown a natural body, it is raised a 
spiritual body. Behold, I show you 
a mystery: we shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed, in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eyo, at 
the last trump ; for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised in- 
corruptible, and we shall be changed. 
For this corruptible must put on in- 
oorruption, and this mortal must put 
on immortality. So when this cor- 
ruptible shall have put on incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal shall have put 
on immortality, then shall be brought 
to pass the saying that is written, 
Death is swallowed up in victory. O 
death, where is thy sting ? O grave, 
where is thy victory ?

Then shall be read the following Collect:

Almighty God, who by thy divine 
providence hast appointed divers or- 
ders of ministers in thy Church, and 
didst inspire thy apostles to choose 
into the order of deacons thy first 
martyr, St. Stephen, with others: 
mercifully behold these thy servants, 
now called to the like office and ad- 
ministration : replenish them so with 
the truth of thy doctrine, and adorn 
them with innocency of life, that 
both by word and good example they 
may faithfully serve * thee in this 
office, to the glory of thy iv&m^ slw!

Do you trust that you are inwardly 
moved by the Holy Ghost to take 
upon you the pffico of the ministry in 
the Church of Christ, to serve God 
for the promoting of his glory and 
the edifying of his people ?

The Bishop. Will you diligently 
read or expound the same unto the 
people whom you shall be appointed 
to serve ?

The General Conference of 1890 ordered 
the following resolution to be inserted in 
the Appendix to the Discipline, as a pref- 
ace to the Address which was reported by 
the Committee on the Spiritual State of 
the Church and adopted by the Confer- 
ence: 

IF 497. Resolved, That inasmuch as the 
deliverances of our Bishops, as contained 
in their quadrennial addresses to the Gen- 
eral Conference from time to time, and as 
quoted at length by the Special Committee 
of Fifteen, have declared dancing, theater- 
going, card-playing, and the like worldly 
indulgences to be contrary to the spirit of 
Christianity, and violative of the General 
Rules and Moral Discipline of our Church, 
as also of the vows of our Church-mem- 
bers ; we, therefore, heartily indorse the 
aforesaid deliverance as> ro\&&K*n% s ^ v ^ 
just and correct i&teT^tfcX^o^^^^^ 
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in the premises, and as such this General 
Conference accepts the same as having 
equal force and authority as if contained 
in the body of the Discipline. 



THE ADDRESS. 



The address reported by the Committee of 
Fifteen on the spiritual state of the Church: 

To the Ministers and Members of the Methodist 

Episcopal Church, South. 

1f 498. Brethren: The General Confer- 
ence of 1890 is sorrowfully constrained to 
believe that the description of the spirit- 
ual state of the Church employed by the 
Bishops in their pastoral address of 1874, 
and republished by order of the General 
Conference of 1882, is in large measure 
true of the Church now as then. After 
reviewing the causes of devout gratitude 
to Almighty God, for his signal mercies 
vouchsafed to our Zion, the Bishops add : 
" In this gratifying review, however, we 
iind nothing to ilatter our pride, but much 
to foster our humility, to awaken senti- 
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ments of repentance, and to cherish pur- 
poses of amendment. Our piety, our self- 
sacrifice, our Christian enterprise, have not 
Jjeen equal to our growth, much less to 
our standards and to our time-honored 
ecclesiastical landmarks. Fundamentally 
correct in our views of scriptural truth, 
and, in the main, commendably consistent 
in our conduct, we have departed, in some 
instances, from the simplicity of the gos- 
pel as we first received it. An inordinate 
love of the world, in the forms of wealth, 
of fashion, and of amusement, has largely 
diffused itself amongst our people and cor- 
rupted their spiritual integrity. The pe- 
culiar institutions and usages of Method- 
ism have been frequently neglected or 
abandoned, and a relaxation of wholesome 
discipline has diminished our strength and 
impaired our testimony against the vices 
of the age in which we live. To these tend- 
encies, to which we are perpetually ex- 
posed by the pressure of the world, the 
flesh, and the devil, and to these actual de- 
partures from ' the o\<\ p&ft&; ^^ «kknrs&?s 
call your prayerful atteivWcsu."

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IF 499. At a later point of the address, to 
which are attached the signatures of the 
sainted Paine, Pierce, Kavanaugh, Wight- 
man, Marvin, Doggett, and McTyeire, and 
of our present senior Bishop, occurs this 
still more explicit and emphatic state- 
ment : 

IF 500. "An explicit utterance was given 
by order of the last General Conference in 
our pastoral address on the subject of 
* Worldly Amusements.' We now repeat 
that utterance. We abate none of its 
teachings with respect either to the man- 
ifest inconsistency of such indulgences 
with the spirit and profession of the gos- 
pel, or the peril which they bring to the 
souls of men. Their multiplied and in- 
sidious forms are a source of perpetual 
tern ptation and damage, and are denounced 
by the Word of God, and by that part of 
our General Rules which forbids ' the tak- 
ing of such diversions as cannot be used 
in the name of the Lord Jesus.' This de- 
nunciation is explicit and comprehensive, 
and 'the name of the Lord Jesus' in this 
connection is a decisive test, and we are 
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content to leave the issue to its sovereign 
arbitrament. Amongst these indulgences 
which cannot stand this solemn test is the 
modern dance, both in its private and in 
its public exhibition, as utterly opposed to 
the genius of Christianity as taught by us. 
When persisted in, it is a justifiable ground 
of judicial action by the Church authori- 
ties." 

1T 501. In this same condemnation, as 
equally contrary to the Scriptures, which 
declare that " the friendship of the world 
is enmity against God," to our General 
Rules, and to the vows which all our mem- 
bers have voluntarily assumed, this Gen- 
eral Conference would include card-play- 
ing, theater-going, attendance upon race- 
courses, circuses, and the like. These 
offenses are, likewise, justifiable grounds of 
discipline. 

% 502. What is the remedy? Our ap- 
peal is, first of all, to the government of 
the family, which, in the nature of the 
case, is the most efficient ally of the 
Church. Fathers and moW\et*.,V3 \*&^ 
precept and example, caxv <k> -eoxm&v \» ^ v 
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strain the young people of our Church from 
the practice of commoner forms of worldli- 
ness. " It cannot be disguised," say the Bish- 
ops in the address already quoted, " that 
family religion has been sadly neglected 
in many of the households of our people. 
Our own observations confirm the too 
general complaint on this subject. The 
duty of offering the morning and evening 
sacrifice of prayer and praise upon the 
family altar has not only the sanction of 
scriptural authority, of the constitution of 
the domestic relation, and of the practice 
of the Christian Church in all ages, but it 
has been uniformly recognized and en- 
joined by Methodist economy as an 
indispensable exponent of consecration 
to God, and a rich and influential means 
of grace. It is hallowing in its effects 
upon parents, children, and servants 
— enduring in its results — and it trans- 
mits to posterity by the agency of the 
family organization, the legacy of the faith, 
and the habits and the associations of gen- 
uine piety ; it transforms the household 
into a Church replete with blessings, and 
capable of infinite succession." 
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1f 503. We greatly deplore the danger 
that comes to the purity and power of our 
beloved Church from such worldly prac- 
tices among our members as those named 
and described above. 

1[ 504. As a further remedy we urge 
our pastors to give all diligence in warning 
our people against the dangers of every 
form of worldliness, and to execute with 
love and fidelity the requirements of the 
Discipline in all cases of the violation of 
our General Rules. " The mild but firm 
administration of discipline," say the 
Bishops, " is an integral and essential part 
of our economy. The purity and integri- 
ty of the body of Christ must be preserved 
at all hazards, so that neither heresy in 
doctrine nor corruptness in life be toler- 
ated for a moment lest they increase unto 
more ungodliness. There is a growing 
tendency, we fear, in this direction, and 
we take the liberty of speaking a seasona- 
ble word on this behalf. Our legislation 
is sufficient on this subject. It only re-
